vice for telegraphic purposes. Sta- 
tions at Fort Smith, Resolution and 
Simpson, in the valley, and Aklavik 
and Herschel on the Arctic 
have been linked up in this manner 
with the R.C.C.S. station at Edmon- 
ton, but only commercial and urgent 
private messages have been handled. 

However, Mr. Stewart felt that 
something more could be done with 
the equipment, and he has now, in 
co-operation with the department of 
national defence, made arrange- 
ments whereby every day one of the 
officers of the Department of the In- 
terior, at Edmonton, prepares a 500- 
word bulletin of news of special in-
